Al­ 
though the San Francisco price is 1% 
cents below the market here, the rates 
In the East are still very high. Chi­ 
cago butter was quoted yesterday at 
35, and New York at 37. Very little 
eastern butter has been coming on 
the local market lately. Only one car 
bas been reported in during the last 
week or so. It is understood that there 
is quite a good supply of storage on 
hand.
